Not so many years ago cornfields and 
truck gardens could be seen in Benson- 
hurst. Today it is a district of good 
buying power with a large number of 
closely set one and two-family houses.

Bay Parkway and 
86th Street have supplanted Bath Ave- 
nue as the principal shopping center. 
After a tremendous growth in the 1 920- 
1930 decade, Bensonhurst developed 
at a slower pace in the 1930's.
